Homestead Entries Largely in Excess 
of Last Year. 
PSE eee cer 


Ottawa, March 6.—Homestead entries 
are rupidly increasing. During the 
month of February there were 2045 en- 
tries, as compared with 1164 for the 
same month last year or an increase 
of 870. The largest increases are af 
Edmonton, Regina and Battleford. At 
Battleford the entries were 286, com- 
pared with 76 in February, 1905; at 
Regina 490, compared with 231; and 
Edmonton 308, compared with i156 in 
February 1905. There is a big increase 
at Yorkton and a decrease at Prince 
Albert. 


MINERAL PRODUCTION BEATS THE 
RECORD 

Ottawa, Mar. 6._The summary of the 
mineral production in Canada for 1905 
has been issued by the geological sur- 
vey branch of the interior department. 
The value of the mineral products for 
the year is $68,574,707, or two millions 
higher than Canada’s test previous 
year 1901,.when it was over sixty mil- 
lions. Last years’ returns «re all the 
more remarkable in view of the falling 
off of gold from the Yukon, over two 
million dollars. The coal largely pre- 
dominate the production, making over 
seventeen million dollars, which when 


added to the value of the metallic prod- 
uce about 80 per cent of the production 
of the country is accounted for. The 
output of Yukon gold was $8,327,200 
and all other gold. $6,159,633, making 
$14,486,833 in all.

Down in Calgary today there is a 
meeting ostensibly for the purpose cf 
forming a union of Alberta municipal- 
ities. The call of the meeting, as far 
as can be learned, was by J. Emerson, 
mayor of Calgary, and invitations, it 
is understood, have been extended to 
every incorporated town and city in 
the province, except Edmonton.

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STOCK JUDGING SCHOOLS 

A series of Live Stock Judging 
Schools is being held at present 
throughout Alberta under the jo‘nt aus- 
pices of the Provincial Department of 
Agriculiure and the local agricultural 
societies.

iF MONTREAL. \Provincial University Question 


To the Editor of the Bullettn: 

In a recent issue of your paper there 
appeared a carefuliy written editorial 
on the question of establishing a uni- 
versity for the Province of Alberta. 
The occasion is a timely one for you to 
bring this matter before the public, as 
the meeting of the first Legislature 
of the new Province will take place in 
the near future, and the question of) 
education is one of the most important 


matters with which we have to deal 
to-day. With many of your ideas re- 
farding the function of a university 
I cannot agree; and I believe I am 
well within the mark in saying that 
the majority of our citizens who have 
given some thought to this metter 
will differ from you also. I felt like 
replying to your editorial the day af- 
ter it appeared; but, being engaged in 
educational work myself, I thought 
that my own cpinions on the question 
at issue might be somewhat biased, 
so I have waited a few days in the 
hope that some layman, whe could 
speak ex cathedra, or one of your local 
contemporaries would take the matter 
up. However as no ‘such article ap- 
pears to be forthcoming, and as the so- 
lution of the question is fraught with 
great consequences to our present and 
future national life, I have ventured 
to make some observations on it in the 
following paragraphs— 

With the opening part of your article 
which argues that the premature es- 
tablishment of a university would be 
unwise, I am in accord. If by prem- 
ature you mean the first or second 
session of the legislature. The work 
of the first and probably of the second 
session of our Provincial parliament 
will be largely one of organization and 
adoption; of setting the provincial ma- 
chinery in motion, and until that is 
done we can hardly expect the Aiberta 

Legislature to launch out into broad 
questions of public policy. But when 
it comes to shelving the question for 
some years—or indifinitely as you ap- 
parently suggest—that is a different 
matter. Before we can decide this 
question we must first answer the oth- 
er one—What are the advantages of a 
university? and how will it affec 
our life as a province, and as a people, 
And this brings me to the second, and 
really important part of your editorial. 

You say;‘‘The purpose of a univer- 
sity is less the betterment-of the many 
than the provision of means whereby 
the few may be enabled to qualify for 
the professions or to gratify the de- 
sire for more extended study, etc.’’— 
If you will aliow me to summarize 
| your characterization—it is that the 
university is only for the few privil- 
edged ones—for developing the excep- 
tional qualities of the minority; that 
it does not touch. the great mass of 
the people: that consequently the en- 
ergies and attention of the government 
should be directed to the develop- 
ment of our material resources and the 
improvement of our public school sys- 
tem—with regard to the latter sugges- 
tion—the expansion of our public schoo} 
system no fault can be found; but in 
regard to your ideas on the purpose of 
a university I must say that person- 
ally I regret very much to see an in- 
fluential paper like the Bulletin tak- 
ing such a narrow, illiberal, short- 
sighted view of such an _ important 
question of public policy. If the wri- 
ter of the editorial has the -conviction 
of his staternents he is not a very close 
student of modern conditions; for he 
is overlooking the basic principles that 
areatthe very foundation of our social 
and material progress. And what is 
worse, he is spreading this heresy 
among a large section of the population 
who depend on the newspapers for 
their opinions and prejudices on many 
subjects. 

If the function of a university were 
only the betterment of the few then 
there could be no argument for state 
aid to higher education at all. But I 
believe that the converse of the prop- 
osition is true, and that the function | 
of a university is the improvement of 
the many, morally, socially and mater- 
ially. It may be only a common place, 
put it will stand repeating, to say that 
it is not mere material qualities—

The success, the ex-| 
cellency of your public zchoo!s will not 
depend on the addition cf a few more 
subjects to. the curriculum; there are 
too many subjects at present; nor cn 
an increase in the school grant; but 


it will depend here, as in all othcr 74 g gE 

countries, on the quality of the teach- 55 
ers. You must have capable, cultivate, 

well-trained teachers, who will have a: 

due respect for the importance of their 


work. Now these are trained in the 
high schools of the province, or most 
of them will be a few years hence. | 
So it follows that your high school 
teachers must be capable, weli-traincd 
men. and these men must, in turn, be 
trained at the university. A supply of 
teachers can at present be had fron 
the older provinces, so that my argu- 
ment does not demand the immediate 
establishment of a university here; 
put it at least establishes this fact, 
that the university touches the very 
roots of our educational system, and 
efficiency in the lower is impossibie 
without efficiency and power in the 
higher. 


But it is a fact, however, that only 
a fraction of our graduates go irto 
teaching; the others go into the min- 
istry, or law, or medicine, business or 
politics, and how is a university train- 
ing, an arts course going to effect 
them ? Statistics will easily bear me 
put when I say it is from the arts 
course that you get your greatest 
lawyers, doctors, preachers and states- 
men, and this is what we should expect. 
Such on education, conscientiously pur-} 
sued, enlightens the mind, strengthens 
its faculties, and develops its powers. 
The sositive knowledge acquired is 
large and has a broadening and lib- 
eralizing influence on those that re- 
ceive it. But I do not mean best and 
greatest in the intellectual sense alone. 
All that is best and noblest in thought 
and character should be unfolded and 
developed by university training. The 
student has the great world of the 
past in books—at second hand. It is 
all right for some people to decry the 
importance of the humanities, and of 
Greek and Latin. But we must re- 
member that Alexander. the Great con- 
quered the world because he had read 
Homer; and why do men lixe Gladstone 
keep up the reading of the classics al! 
their lives? Are men not stimulated 
to live nobler lives by a study of the 
lives of the great ones of history and 
literature. And how shall we measure 
the importance of moral and gocial in- 
fiuence, the generous friendships, the 
high enthusiasm, and the lofty aspira- 
tions formed in the world of university 
life? For if atudents get the past 
and mén at second hand from their 
books, they get the present and men 
at first hand from their companion- 
ships. Then ,the men educated for the 
professions or for business return to 
the communities again from which they 
came and take back with them the 
leaven of broad-mindedness and culture 
and in this way the whole mass is 
leavened. And yet you will say that 
the university only touches the few— 
that it is Only a matter of concern to 
those who actually pursue their studies 
there. | 

There is one other point in regard! 
to the social and moral influence of the 
university on the people at large, that 
I would like to emphasize here. We 
areapttoerriniayingtoo much stress 
on the development of the material re- 
sources alone, and ia thinking that the 
basis of intelligence is material devel- 
opment. We have certainly large ma- 
terial resources to develop here. A 
vast country to tarn to account, cities 
to fill. with people, lands to settle, put 
a greater question than the utilization 
of all these iands is the kind of people

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CONVICTED OF CRIMINAL LIBEL 


Tho conviction of J. K. McInnis. pro- 
prietor of the Regina Standard, of crim- 
inal libel against Hon. Walter Scoit 
is at once a cornmment and a condem- 
nation on the course that journal has 
pursued in its hostility to the Provin- 
cial Government of Saskatchewan. 

The trial judge held that the ques- 
tion at issue was the truth or’ fais‘ty 
of Mr. McInnis’ charge and upon that 
basis the defendant was found guilty. 
The matter was one in which Mr. Mc- 
Innis had all the facts at first hand 
and the verdict amounts to a decision 
that he purposely and deliberately mis- 
represented those facts. The trial and 
its result should effectually establish 
in the public mind the measure of con- 
fidence to be placed in the past and fu- 
ture utterances of the Regina Standard. 

The latitude which is quite properly 
allowed in the discussion of the policy 
or the administration of a governmeni 
is net license to traduce either the pri- 
vate rights or the members of that 
Government, nor the bounds of truth. 
Both theee limitations the Standard has 
persistently and deliberately violated 
during the past year. Differing with 
the Federal Goverament on provisions 
of the Autonomy Bills the Standard 
apeedily developed pOlitical difference 
into personal abuse. With the forma- 
tion of the Scott Cabinet the accumu- 
lated fury of the Standard was traas- 
ferred from Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
Msgr. Sbarretti to Hon. Walter Scott 
and his colleagues and these gentlemen 
were daily depicted as the willing tools 
by which a grasping heirarchy ecutht 
to execute its dark designs on the liber- 
ties of Saskatchewan. The progress of 
time and the clash of arms served oaly 
to further infuriate the reckless. or- 
gan and the unpardonable offence of the 
electorate in endorsing the Pro- 
vincial Government was hailed 
as the triumph of rascality and the 
slaughter of the innocent. Intoxicated 
by personal malice and the discomfiture 
of a failing cause, the proprietor of 
the Standard charged Premier Scott 
with attempting to bribe him to 
secure his support or to mitigate his 
opposition. That the Government 
should either fear or desire the support 
of the Standard or its proprietor was 
gufficiently absurd to discredit the 
charge in the public mind and the ver- 
dicts of the court was generally antici- 
pated. 

While it might be unjust to hoid the 
Saskatchewan Ccngervatives ros Onsi le 
for the untruthfulness of their chief 
organ it is quite just to say that the 
character of the campaign which they 
have conducted was such as to engender 
extravagance of statement and in this 
manner to encourage the deliberate pre- 
varication of the unprincipled support- 
ers of their cause. The nature of thai 
campaign was determined when at its 
outset the men responsible for its in- 
ception divested themselves of all ves- 
tige of party identity that in the irres- 
ponsible character of anonymous agiia- 
tors they might withimpuniiy work the 
works 92f political piracy.The campaign 
then begsunand continued until termin- 
ated by the electors was founded upoa 
appeals to passion and prejudice rather 
than reason, was conducied by allega- 
tions in place of arguments and was 
bounded by no strict regard for the le- 
gitimate subjects of debate nor the 
prieties of political controversy. In so 
far thereforeas the generally irespon- 
sible nature of the campaziga may have 
encoure ged the malicious fabrications of 
the Standard and its kind to that, ex- 
tent Saskatchewan conservatives share 
in the condemnation meted out to this 
offender.

the comparative poverty of Germany. |that you are not more in sympathy 


Yet in the United States when there 
has been waste and almost reckless ex- 
travagance, in Germany there has been 
a careful husbanding oi: resources, an 
econcmical and systematic application 
of science to every department of indus- 
try, with the result that though handi- 
capped by nature, suffering a constant 
Grain in emigraticn, and the expense in 
men and money of having to maintain 
a large standing army, she has now 
taken the leadership as a commercial 
and industrial nation, and there has 
been nothing haphazard or «accidental 
about this remarkzble achievement. “he 
German university has of late years 
been feeding the factories and the 
workshops, and putting disciplined, ex- 
pert men into every department of 


trade. When the cxpert chemist can be; 


persuaded to set up a laboratory in 
connection with a private business, the 
owner of that business soon ouistrips 
the man who relies on native sagacity. 
In this way has Germany achieved such 
results. Commenting on the solution, 
the Outlook of New York,a rather con- 
servative American journal concludes an 
article as follows:-—‘‘We have prided 
ourselves On our busiNess capacities, 
and there has been reason for our pride; 
but when we remember how much hag 
been done for us in the way of natural 
capitalization of the continent. and how 
little has been done ‘or Germany and 
compair what they have done with 
their limited resources, and what we 
have done with our unlimited resources, 
it ough \tto make us willing to take 
lessons from an educated an business 
people.” 

These facts have been recognized by 
the United States within the last ten 
years. As witness the large grants 
made by Congress and the State Legis- 
lation to scientific education, and by 
England as well. To quote a few 
words from Mr. Chamberlain; “It is 
not too much to say that the existence 
of the country as a great commercial 
nation depends upon scientific training; 
if we are to maintain our position as a 
geat industrial community, it must be 
by following out and adopting the same 
methods’”’ The liberal conditions which 
England has made of the scientific de- 
partments of her universities in recent 
years, and the establishment of many 
institutions similar to the university 
of Bermingham, show that she fully re- 
alizes the important connection bet ween 
scientific education, and commercial and 
industrial success. 

It is useless to multiply instances. 
These facts have a deep truth for our- 
selves, deeper than we are conscience 
of; ard the sooner our Government re- 
alizes that the better; we need men of 
generous sympathies and of broad 
minds to mould the character of their 
community and of their generation; but 
we likewise need captains.of industry— 
chemists. metallurgists, mechanicians 
and assayists, to husband our resources 
and to make the most of them. Inthe 
light of these facts, which all the pro- 
gressive nations in the world recognize 
today. who would be so bold, or so un- 
wise as to say that a university is for 
the few, and that it is not one of the 
most important factors in the life of a 
nation. 

The expression “The university for 
the few.” and the luxury of a univer- 
sity education are misleading and 
wrong. If a university were not to be 
established in Alberta for many years, 
then such an eduvation would be a 
luxury indeed, for only the children 
of the rich could afford to go east and 
take advantage of it. But it is not 
the rich who thro:g the universiiies 
and colleges, those intellects that Aave 
been the pride and giory of the race, 
in art, literature and science have as 
a rule come from the lower, or middle 
ciasses. In Ontario the sons of farm- 
ers have gone higher in education than 
the sons of any other class; and we 
may expect histcry to repeat itself in 

| Alberta. But if you are not going to 
establish a university here for many 
years, you are then making higher ed- 
ucation an exclusive thing; you are 
putting a tax on virtue and ability; 
you are shutting the doors of oppor- 
tunity on the youth of our land; and 
they must stand by and see the high- 
est places filled by outsiders. Is this 
not a penny wise and pound foolish 
policy? Is it a good and a justifiable ; 
policy to pursue in a democratic coun- | 
try ” 

Now in regard to the establishment 
of a university here; whiie it might 
not be advisable to take any decided ! 
action in the matter for a year or so, | 
there are some other reasoas that oc- 
cur to me why the eéstablishment of a 
provincial university should not be de-
